DETAILED ACTION 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The present invention 
is directed to a cabinet for audio devices. Independent claim 1 identifies the uniquely distinct 
feature of a first cabinet for housing electrical and mechanical components having a confining 
area connecting a first wall and a second wall and a second housing for a loudspeaker having a 
sidewall to follow the shape of confining area and being connected in a non-detachable manner 
in combination with all the disclosed limitations of claim 1 . The closes prior art, Kelly et al. (US 
6526150) discloses a telephone loudspeaker enclosure but fails to teach a second housing having 
a sidewall to follow the shape of confining area and being connected in a non-detachable manner 
(See applicant's remarks submitted 4/28/08, page 4, line 22 to page 5, line 8); and Tsutsui et al 
(US 3,987,258) discloses a water-proof sound apparatus, but fails to teach a first cabinet for 
housing electrical and mechanical components having a confining area connecting a first wall 
and a second wall and a second housing for a loudspeaker having a sidewall to follow the shape 
of confining area and being connected in a non-detachable manner. The prior art fails to 
anticipate or render the independent claims obvious.
